Rev. Father Francis M. Kielty, pastor 
of the Church of the Holy Angels, 1339 
La Salle street, and well known as a 
scholar and a wit, died Saturday at 10 
a. m. at St. Anthony’s Hospital, after 
a prolonged illness. Death ‘was caused 
by an acute attack of rheumatism and 
the infirmities of old age. 

Since a serious attack last Christmas, 
which had since confined Father Kielty 
to his bed, thousands of the old priest's 
friends had watched the reports of his 
iliness with hopes that he might re- 
cover. He was 8&2 years old. 

It was first thought that Father Kielty 
might overcome the attack, despite his 
age, but recent sinking spells had 
caused death to be expected at any mo- 


ment. 
Priest Here 50 Years. 

For more than a half century Fa- 
ther Kielty had been a priest in St. 
Louis. For 34 years he had been 
pastor of the little church at St. Ange 
avenue and La Salle street. 

But in that time Father Kielty ac- 
quired a reputation that spread  be- 
yond the confines of his parish—a 
reputation not only as a devout 
churchman and as an eloquent, enter- 
taining and sometimes _ startling 
speaker, but as a_ philosopher, a 
wit, a practical joker par » a ae 
and a lover of and chickens,

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 22.—Prom- 
inent Texas Democrats, once the most 
loyal supporters of Senator Joseph Wel- 
don Bailey, today dealt him the hardest 
blow he has received since the publica- 
tion of the disclosures brought out in 
the Missouri ouster proceedings against 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. They ask 
President Roosevelt to investigate 
Bailey’s career and to use his influence, 
if the charges of Bailey’s connection 
with the Oil Trust are sustained, to 
drive the Texan from the Sendte. 

The appeal to the President is pub- 
lished far and wide in the newspapers 
which formerly were Bailey’s mecst 
loyal supporters. They demand either 
complete convictien or complete vindi- 
cation of the Senator, whether he de- 
sires it or not. If he is guilty, they as- 
sert, he should meet the fate of Mitch- 
ell of Oregon and Burton of Kansas— 
his seat in the Senate should be declared 
vacant, 

Since the disclosures in the Missouri 
proceedings, in which it was shown that 
Bailey was retained by. the Waters- 
Pierce company in 1900 to aid it tn the 
fight to continue- business in Texas, 
when the State was trying to otist it, 
the wave of popular indignation hus 
spread like wil wildfire. | 

Newspapers ich had supported fin 
against “scandal-mongers’ changed 
front suddenly today, and leading edi- 
torials condemn Bailey as a traitor to 
his trust and a tool of the Standard. 

From 12 counties reports come today 
of Democrats circulating petitions cell- 
ing for county conventions for the pur- 
pose of instructing State representatives 
and senators to repudiate Bailey at the 
next election. 

Wood County took the lead and to- 
morrow the Democrats of that county 
will meet to denounce the Senator and 
ask him to either resign or prepare to 
meet a determined campaign to put him 
on the shelf. 


Waters-Pierce to Quit? 


It is rumored today that the Wa- 


ters-Pierce company intends to with- 
draw from Texas to avoid the cost of 
an ouster suit and the payment of 
$5,288,400 penalties claimed by the 
State. Also it leaked out that Gruet, 
tormerly one of Pierce's right hand 
men, put the Attorney-General’s De- 
partment in possession of inside facts 
concerning transactions of the Stand- 
ard Oil with the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany, and armed with this evidence 
the State brought suit. 

Gruet also testified that Bailey 
aided the company in 1900 in various 
ways during the fight with the State; 
that he received fat fees, and that he 
also worked for the company’s inter- 
ests in Tennessee. 

Ex-Senator Roger C. Mills of Corsi- 
cana is favorably mentioned as Bai- 
ley’s successor. Mills is one of the 
foremost Texas Democrats and was 
defeated for re-election because he 
favored the gold standard during the 
election of 1896. Mills has made no 
announcement that he would accept! 
the honor, but it is though he would | 
consent to wear the mantle which 
seems about to fall from Bailey's 
shoulders. 

Senator Bailey is expected home tn 
a day or two. What he will do in the 
present situation is,not known, as he 
refuses to give out a statement. At|

Company Intends to Get Crude 
Petroleum From Fields 
at Casey, Ill. 


Negotiations are under way for the 


estaiblishment of what is said to be a 
mammoth independent oil refinery in 
East St. Louis. Thegfirst step was tak- 
en Saturday when Charles E. Martin of 
Chanute, Kan., purchased 2 acres of 
land on the East Side near the Illinois 
Central tracks in the southern part of 
the city. 

Martin is president of the Illinois Corn 
Belt Oil Co. of Chanute, one of the in- 
dependent concerns that figured conspic- 
ucusly in the Kansas fight on the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., two years ago. Mr. Mar- 
tin $5000 for the East St. Louis 
property, and will take possession Nov. 
l His brother, Clinton D. Martin of 
Lincoln, Ill., supervised the legal for- 
malities incident to the transaction. 

It is understood that Mr. Martin has 
the backing of several eastern capital- 
ists. He will employ the resources of 
the Casey, Ill, oll fleld, 80 miles from 
Wast St. Louis, to get his crude oil for 
refinement. The Casey wells are spout- 
ing several thousand gallons of oi] each 
day. Mr. Martin and his associates, it 
is said, have obtained an option on sev- 
eral oil wells at that place, although 
report has it that the Standard Oil is 
trying to corner the entire Casey oil 
field. 

Mr. Martin’s plans contemplate the 
use of the property of the St. Clair Fer- 
ry Co., which adjoints the property just 
purchased. He will ship oil to St. Loufs 
and thence to the West by means of a 
pipe line to be constructed under the 


river.

‘She died at the Centenary Hos- 
pital, 294 Lawton avenue, Sept. 9, trom 
en following an aileged oper- 
atien 

The death certificate was signed b 
Dr. Walter F. Fry of 2838 Clark aoe 
nue. He gave enteritis and pericardi- 
tis as causes of death, not mentioning | 
peritonitis, which might have called 
the case to the attention of the Cor- 
oner. On evidence furnished to the 
St. Louis Medical Society, the body 
was exhumed Thursday. A post- 
mortem by Dr. Abeken, showing the 
true cause of death, caused an inquest 
Friday. There it was shown that Dr. 
Fry had failed to set forth the proper 
cause of death. He was not held re- 
sponsible for anything more serious 
ms Coroner’s jury.

He 
would quote the priest as telling what 
other members of the clergy he met 
thore from St. Louis, and what they had 
to say. In one of his earlier entries he 
made a priest recite that he met Arch- 
bishop Kenrick there.

HIVE ODORS NOT 





Hungry Mosquitoes Also Wait- 
ed From Waters of the 
Des Peres. 


Residents of the Southwestern suburbs 
had to go in and close the shutters when 
a windstorm swept the section about 10 
o'clock Friday night. The wind dipped 
down into the River des Peres valley 
and scooped up an awful lot of odors 
and scattered them broadcast. 

There has been no heavy rain for 
more than a month to scour out the 
river and it has been getting worse and 
worse. Those who have had to cross it 
or pass near it have almost been over- 
come by the smell, but on account of 
the absence of strong winds the odors 
have not been carried away from the 
stream, but have hovered there, in- 
creasing in intensity as the days passed. 

When a strong wind came from the 
West Friday night, it caught up the 
odors and spread them over Clifton 
Heights, Arloe, Gratiot and Lindenwood, 
and the residence districts on the east 
bank of the stream down toward its 
mouth, 

The stronger the wind blew the strong- 
er the odor became. All who were out 
of doors beat a hasty retreat and made 
their houses as nearly airtight as pos- 
sible. The odors got in through crevices. 
howe’er, and although the wind shiften 
before morning the odors stayed... 


Hungry Mosquitoes, Too. 


The suburbs to the west of the stream, 
Benton, Ellendale, Maplewood and 
Greenwood did not suffer so much froin 
the visitation of vile smells because the 
wind was away from them, but as it 
shifted later they got what was left. 

While the wind was blowing the smells 
out of the river it blew also several 
millions of the biggest and hungriest 
mosquitos that the people in the suburbs 
ever saw or felt. hese did not leave 
when the wind turned but are still ma- 
rauding. 

People who have their homes in the 
suburbs adjacent to the stream are com- 
plaining loudly about the condition of 
the stream. e water is so liuted 
with solids that it will sca flow. 
The slightest obstruction causes stag- 
nation. It is of a dark blue color, look- 
ing more like dirty indigo than any- 
th ng else. Its condition is caused by 
the deposits from many sewers and fac- 
tories south of Forest Park. 

When rains occur with ordinary fre- 
— and are sufficiently heavy to 

ush the stream it does not become so 
offensive, but during times of drought 
the odors near the river are unbearabie. 
It only needs a windstorm like that of 
Friday night to catch these up and scat- 
ter them over a wide area.

To begin, Chief Swingley sees that the city must 
be protected from fires and that it is impossible 
without the faithful and well-educated horses of the 
Fire Department. As severe exertion in the public 
service breaks down their health, he sees that they 
need a commodious hospital in which to recuperate, 
A horse hospital without an ample expanse of grass 
for the convalescents is no horse hospital at all. 
Hence the grass must be provided, and as Forest 
Park is the only place in the city where the grass is 
ample-enough to enable a convalescent horse to com- 
plete his convalescence enjoyably, it is demonstrated 
that Forest Park is the only suitable and inevitable 
place for the Fire Department horse hospita#. 

This reasoning does equal credit to Chief Swing- 
ley’s head and heart. But on the other hand, the 
chief purpose of saving property by breaking down 
the health of Fire Department horses, is to enable 
the people of St. Louis to live more enjoyable and 
comfortable lives, for which incidentally Forest Park 
is necessary, with expanses of grass unoccupied by 
horse hospitals, convalescent horses or anything else 
except park features necessary to make life more 
enjoyable and comfortable for people themselves. 
This also is logic with major and minor premises, 
and conclusions all in order. Its head-on collision 
with Chief Swingley’s train of reasoning is regret- 
able but unavoidable. :

Then as the head is comparatively the 
heaviest part of the body, duckin it re- 
lieves the swimmer of a deal of labor 
which could otherwise be employed in 
keeping it up. 

The <radereses stroke has been super- 
seded by what is known as the crawl 
for short-distance races. The crawl de- 

ends mostly upon arm motion, as the 
egs afford very little assistance. Handy 
does not use them at all, even in his 
distance races, but he is the only man 
in the world who uses the crawl over 
distances and he is a very light féllow 
in the limbs. Crawlers sometimes kick 
a bit up and down with the feet, but 
depend almost entirely on their arms. 
The advantage this stroke has over the 
trudgeon for short distances is that 
there is none of the refiex action which 
comes in the motion of drawing up the 
legs for the kick. This motion, of course, 
somewhat retards the swimmer. In the 
crawl it is obviated. 

The trudgeon swim for pleasure is the 
acme of graceful action. The legs are 
used in a sort of scissors motion as the 
swimmer rolls on his side. One leg is 
brought up until the knee is opposite 
the abdomen, the other drawn back as 
far as possible. Then when the swim- 
mer makes his kick both are’ brought 
across each other with a smart, snappy 
motion which affords great power.
